Sinclair Lewis’s indictment of the country 
town failed to carry conviction, even in the 
hey-dey of ‘‘Main Street.’’ Carol Kennicott 
was not typical of the rural amtron, and the 
insufferable snob of a doctor certainly was a 
poor representative of the small-town pro- 
fessional man. 


Rural life may once have been difficult and 


restricted by isolation, but the automobile, 
the telephone, the radio, electricity, water 
and sanitary conveniences have made life 
even on the farm less burdensome and given 
contact with all of the entertainment and lux- 
ury by the urban resident. 

And rural communities acord manifold ad- 
vantages. Cost of living is less, because there 
is less opportunity to spend money for pleas- 
ures that seldom aré necessary or beneficial, 
and yet are not easily escaped by the people 
in the larger centers. 

The Lewis fling at the small town was di- 
rected largely at the social disparity of the 
various elements. But here, too, has been a 
change. Probably great wealth still has its 
appeal, but occupational pursuits no longer 
regulate the degree of social prominence. Edu- 
cation, moral conduct and civic pride of 
helpfulness are likely to be factors even as 
important as the money element. Mechanics 
and laborers have reached a place in the sun, 
and they and their wives are as likely to be 
leaders in community activities as the family 
of the banker, the lawyer, the merchant or 
the doctor. ; 

Kindly disposition, recognition of the rights 
of others, prompt discharge of financial and 
other obligation, moral worth and civie enter- 
prise are the open sesame to country town 
leadership, and it is from the people who 
typify these traits that leaders in the larger 
affairs of a wider sphere are called.

(Banning Record) 
In this day of equal rights, the emancipa- 


tion of woman is just about complete, and 


there are very few ‘trades which she has not 


attempted and in which she cannot success-. 


fully compete with man when she sets her 
mind and hand to it. 

The State Department of Agriculture boasts 
one of the few women sealers of weights and 
measures in the United States. A few years 
ago, one woman qualified as deputy horticul- 
tural commissioner in Fresno County, and 
Kings County boasted one woman squirrel in- 
spector, who made the life of the squirrels 
in that community very precarious. 

At the present time, Mrs. May E. Johnston 
is the only field agent of the feminine gender 
in the department. She has been a sealer of 
weights and measures in Humboldt County for 
twelve years and is considered one of the 
most efficient sealers of the state. Just re- 
cently Mrs. Johnston completed a survey of 
the creameries of the county and tested the 
weight of over 4000 cartons of butter in 200 
separate tests. G 

In commenting on Mrs. Johnston’s work, 
Charles F. Hayden, acting chief of weights 
and measures in the department, remarked 
that women are often more reliable than men 
in matters of detail, and the generous coop- 
eration which the commercial organizations 
have accorded Mrs. Johnston testifies to her 
efficiency.

Don’t Take This Flyer 


(Redlands Facts) 

A new warning to California investors to be- 
ware ‘‘taking a flyer’’ in low priced German 
bonds offered by a Houston, Texas, ‘‘invest- 
ment house,’’ was issued today by Edwin M. 
Daugherty, Commissioner of Corporations. 

The attention of the corporation department 
was called to a flood of cireulars sent through 
the mails to thousands of Californians, urg- 
ing them to ‘ 
ing up a few million mark German bonds. The 
‘‘chance’’? was based upon ‘the supposed 
chance for enhanced value of the bonds at ‘a 
later date. 


Commissioner Daugherty- took up the ques-— 


tion of the present and possible future value 
of the bonds with several well known experts, 
and discovered ‘that the bonds so offered had 
practically no chance for greater value beyond 
their present figure, and that those offered in 
bulk for $10 could be bought on the open 
market for less than $5. 

The Texas concern offered as a ‘‘great bar- 
gain’’ Billion Mark Munich bonds 8-20 per 
cent 1925 for $30, and it was ascertained the 
present market value of these does not exceed 
$2.50 per billion marks. 

Particular warning was given against pur- 
chasing at the price offered by the Texas 
house the following German bonds: German 
Treasury 8-15 per cent 1923; Central Union of 
Prussian Cities 10 per cent; Forced Loan 
1922; Cologne 8 per gent 1923; Prussian Pre- 
war and the Munich 8-20 per cent 1925 issues, 
all of which were offered at what appeared 
to be ‘‘bargain’’ prices but which could be 
purchased on tle open market for less than 
half of the offered price,

VOTERS DECLINE TO 
STATE AFFILIATION 


Increase in the number of vot- 
ers who decline to state their 
party affiliations is noted in the 
registrations now being filed in 
offices of County Clerk Harry L. 
Allison. Republicans, however, 
continue to lead the party regis- 
trations by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. Registration figures this 
year exceed those of previous 
years. ‘ 

County Clerk Allison has _in- 
augurated a system said to be 
unique among offices of county 
clerks in California. The instant 
that a voter’s registration is offic- 
jally filed in his office, County 
Clerk Allison instructs his dep- 
uties to make a note of the party 
affiliation on a special book. 

Thus, at any time Allison is in 
a position to tell the inquirer the 
number of Republicans, Democrats 
or Socialists who have registered 
up until the time the inquiry is 
made. Allison announces that 
registration for the primary elec- 
tion Aug. 31 of this year will close 
July 31. The county clerks of the 
state are required to certify to 
the secretary of state on Aug. 6, 
the number of voters and party 
affiliations in his county. The 
general elections come in Novem- 
‘ber this year. 

Allison further asserts that reg- 
istration will close March 13. for 
those who desire to vote in elec- 
tions for cities of the sixth class, 
April 12. This warning has been 
given voters in Ontario, Needles, 
Redlands and Colton who will go 
to the polls to decide on city offic- 
ials in April. 



















































BOY SCOUTS HEAR 
TALK ON FIRST AID 















Treatment of rattlesnake bite 
was explained in an interesting 
talk before Upland Boy Scouts, | 
Troop No. 2, last Thursday by 
Doctor R. L. Alexander of On- 
tario. 

The doctor emphasized the value 
of precaution to prevent injury 
when camping. Heavy boots and 
thick trousers and leggings are 
important protections. Boys should 
keep together so as to help one 
another in case of injury. The 
following treatment is advised by 
the doctor for first aid for rattle- 
snake poisoning. 

1—Place a strong bandage above 
the wound to prevent poison from 
circulating to the heart. 

2—Squeeze the place bitten with 
the fingers. 

8—Cut the place bitten’ with a 
sharp knife. 

4—Squeeze out the poison: } 

5—Suck out the poison with the 
mouth and spit it out. Be sure 
there is no sore in the mouth be- 
fore doing this.. Wash out the 
mouth with potassium permangan- 
ate. 

6—Rub potassium permanganate 
into the wound. —~ : 
7—Give the patient aromatic 
spirits of ammonia—one-half tea- 
spoonful in one-half cup of water 
to drink. 
8—Seek the aid of ¢ a doctor, 
9—The bandage should not be

If every loaf 
of bread used here were made in 
Upland both bakeries would find 
it necessary to employ more help 
and thus would each business 
house in the city profit, Mr. At 
wood suggested that when we go

The Governor, of course, if he 
seeks re-election, will ask  en- 
dorsement of his administration. 
He will point with justifiable pride 
to four years of efficient and econ- 
McCabe political machine, and the 
substitution of business for poli- 
tics in state affairs; to pledges re- 
deemed, and the building of a just 
and responsive government. Gov- 
ernor Richardson’s candidacy 
would be based on a desire to save 
the people of the state from a 
return to the extravagant and ir- 
responsible political conditions of 
spendthrift era he will vote for 
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save the desire of the aspirant 
and his personal coterie of adher- 
ents to gain control of the state 
four years ago, and it would mean 
a personal sacrifice, for he is not 
desirous of further political hon- 
ors. 

The issue presented by Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Young is clear-cut 
and understandable. He is oppos- 
ed to the policies inaugurated and 
made effective by Governor Rich- 
ardson. His cause is championed 
by the newspapers of the Hearst 
stripe that have always opposed 
the administration, and financed 
by the politicians who lost their 
jobs and their influence when the 





new administration came _ into 
power in 1923. 
There is nothing indefinite re- 


garding Mr. Young’s purpose. Hi 
program is to turn the state gov- 
ernment back to the people who 
were ousted at the 1922 election.

March 4 was the anniversary of 
the death of a California hero, 
Thomas Starr King died in 1864, 
but not until he had finished his 
work as a champion of the Union 
‘a the hectic and trying days of 
the Civil War. Starr King’s name 
is among the most illustrious in 
the annals of California. Trans- 
ferred from Boston to San Fran- 
cisco in 1860 as pastor of the 
Unitarian church, he virtually gave 
his life to the cause of saving the 
Union. 


His remarkable ability as an 
orator in support of the Union 
was as effective as the most mas- 
terful Strokes on the field of bat- 
tle. He launched the movement 
in 1862 which resulted in $260,000 
being raised in California for the 
sanitary fund, and he delivered 
impassioned addresses throughout 
the state. He finally broke under 
the strain, an affection of the 
throat leading to complications 
which brought on his death. 


The state legislature adjourned 
for three days upon receiving word 
of his death, after adopting a reso- 
lution characterizing Starr King 
as “a tower of strength to the 
cause of the courtry.” A statue 
in Golden Gate Park, San Fran- 
cisco, honors. the memory of this 
California hero of the sixties.
